of their sailors by erecting lighthouses. 
The funds for these appropriate 
monuments are being raised by a com­ 
mittee composed of th,e leading Italian 
admirals and officers of every rank ' 
representing the navy service, together 
with a picked number of array gen­ 
erals and gtatesftyen,. says the Wash- 
Jpgton Star. 
Thus far $000,000 has 
been subscribed, and by way of be­ 
ginning three great llghthouáes of the 
purest white marble, 80 to 100 feet 
high and Roman in style, are in the 
course of construction at the most 
conspicuous and useful points of the 
coast, dominating the Adriatic, the 
Tyrrhenian and the Ionian sens.
